TWO SIDES. 


The Poor-House Scandal Has An- 
other Point of View. 


Mr.Gallagher Says Buck’s Charges 
Are Part of a Conspiracy. 


He Alleges That They Were Made to 
Square Dr. J. B. Miller. 


DR. MILLER HAD BEEN SUSPENDED FOR 
VI8ITS TOALADY ATTENDANT. 


Dr. Miller Seem and His Version ef the 
Suspension Obtained—The Beard ef 
Meals te Pass Upon the Charges 
Against the Physician — Gallagher 
Calls om Mis Suberdinaies to Befend 
Mis Administratien. 


When seen in hie oMce, Joseph F. Galla- 
gher, Superintendent of the st. Louis Poor- 
house, expressed himself in the most de- 
cided terms relative tothe charges brought 
by Dr. Dudley E. Back, a resident physiciaa 
at the Poor-house, which refiect seriously 
upon the management of that institution. 
Mr. Gallagher said that as yet he had ot 
found time to read the charges 
as printed exclusively in Sunday’s 
PosT+- DISPATCH, but added that 
he had been informed that such had been 
published. That was the frst intimation 
I had,’’ said the Superintendent, that any 
such idea was contemplated by Dr. Buek er 
any one else. 

Acopy of the Post-DisratcH,containing tke 
charges, washandedto Mr. Gallagher, who, 
after carefully reading the article referred 
to, expressed himselfas follows: There is 
not a word of truth in any of these state- 
ments andi can prove it. I understand the

me for suspending his associate, Dr. J. B. 
Miller, which I did a week agolast Thursday. 
lguspended Dr. Miller for insabordination 
and unbecoming conduct, at which time I 
preferred written charges against him and 
forwarded the same tothe Board of Health 
for that body to act upon. Under the eir- 
cumstances I consider that 1 was fully justi- 
fied in adopting the course lI did. Tue act of 
Dr. Millers which 1 designated as in- 
subordination was in advisisg one 
of the patients who desirea a leave of 
absence to write outan application to that 
effect and submit the same to him, which 
being Gone, he forwarded it tothe Board of 
Health for action without letting me know 
anything aboutit. I am superintendent of 
this institution and itis my right to Know 
what is golng om and what attendants are 
goimg away on leave of absence. The con- 
duct which I gesignate as unbecom- 
img consisted of Dr. Miller paying 
visits to a female attendant in der 
room and remaining there alone 
with her. He did thisa number oftimes. I 
called him into my office when I first became 
Cognizant of this breach of diseipling and 
cautioned him about a repetition of it in the 
future, but he disregarded my instructions 
and continued his visits, always going alone 
abd while the young lady was wholly unat- 
tended. He seemed to be infatuated with 
the woman, and when I learned that he per- 
sisted in Gisobeying my instructions I sus- 
pended him and reported the facts to the 
proper Buthorities."’ 

Mr. Gallagher then said that Dr. Buck had 
taken it upon himself to fight Dr. Miller's 
battles, and to vent bis spite bad made the 
Gerogatory statements about the way the 
Poor-house is peing conducted. 

ROASTS BUCK. 

During the conversation Mr. Gallagher 
grew somewhat excited and he referred to 
Dr. Buck as a dude’’ who had more impu- 
dence than income. He aleo said that Dr. 
Buck was ineMeient and neglected his da- 
ties, inasmuch as he absented himself from 
the institution a great deal more than 
he hed a right to. Whis, he said, could 
be proven by examining the book in which 
suck records are Kept. 

MILLER’S ANSWER. 

When asked to give his side of thé story re- 
garding his suspension, Dr. J. B. Miller 
spoke as follows: 

**] cannot see that I have committed any 
breach of either the rules of the Poor-house 
or of etiquette. My asking a patient who 
desired a leave of absence to make out an 
application to that effect, and afterwards 
my sending the same to the Board of Health 
for approval, was, to my mind, the proper 
course to pursue. 

„%% regards the visits paid 
to „ certain young lady, 
in her room, I deny emphatically that there 
wasanything unbecoming in my conduct. 
The young lady in question is employed here 
as an attendant in the dining-room. She had 
been sick in bed for some time, and

CALLS HIS AIDS TO TESTIFY. 

After the interview with Dr. Miller the re- 
porter went back to Supt. Gallagher again. 
The Superintendent had in the meantime 
read the charges made by Dr. Buck, and his 
wrath had risen. He said that the best way 
to test the truth of the statements made by 
Dr. Buck was to call the headsef the differ- 
ent departments and have them testify as to 
how the affairs placed under their super-* 
vision were carriedon. This he did. 

John J. Maher, who has been chief cook 
atthe Poer-house for the past two years, 
was the first called. He denied most vigor- 
ously that at any time since his connection 
with the institution had food been served to 
the inmates that was other than perfectly 
wholesome. He also stated that at all times 
the quantity had been ample, and that at 
every meal there was always a large amount 
leftover. In referring to the meat which 
Dr. Buck in dis charges stated was in- 
fected with ‘‘skippers,’’ Maher said: 

I remember the occasion perfectly. It 
was early last September. Ihad takes two 
shoulders of smoked pork to the kitchen to 
cook for dinner and found that 
both contained ‘‘skippers.’’ Skippers“ 
are little white worms and it is impossible to 
keep them out of smoked pork in warm 
weather, especially when the meat has been 
hung in a coel plece. They originate from a 
sort of mold on the meat which it is impos- 
sible to avold. They are absolutely harmless 
and it is safe to say that a large part of the 
hams and smoked meat Dought at 
grocery stores by the best people in 
town are infected more or less with 
these little animals. The only way to rid the 
meat of them is to scald it thoroughly and 


then cut them out with a Knife, which I al- 


ways do. As I said before, their presence 
does not injure the meat in the slightest 
degree. 

When questioned as to the quantity of 
food cooked, Maher said that, according to 
the diet list, each inmate is entitled to four~ 
ounces of meat. There are about 700 pa- 
tients in the Poor-heuse at pres- 
ent, and according to the allowance 
it would take about 200 pounds of meat to 
supply them, but in order to make allowance 
for the grease and bone the cook said that he 
used 100 pounds extra, making 800 pounds in 
all, that was cooked each day. 

This meat, he said, is dishea up by attend 
ants who have buta limited time to do their 
work, and it is no wonder If occasionally they 
get more on one plate thas on another. 
Sometimes one plate might have only three 
ounces while the next might contaig twice as 
much. 

HAS HAD BO KICKS. 

At this juncture Mr. Gallacher interposed 
saying: Well, supposing that some of 
the plates did not contain the 
amount of the allowance, thatis no reason 
why the people should go away hungry. 
There is always plenty of food and attend- 
ants at hand toreplenish the plates of any 
who desire more. I do not believe that any- | 
one bas ever left the table hungry, 
if they have itis theirown fault or that of 
the attendants, not because of the unsum- 
cience of the food. No inmate has ever 
made any such complaints that I 
ever hearf of. On one or two occasions our 
supply of meat has been a little short, but 
even then everyone had all they wanted and 
there was plenty to spare.’’ 

In speaking about the molasses served 
with the oatmeal and mush, which often 
constitutes the evening meal, the 

K said that until recently 
it had been the castom to 
mix both mush and molasses together in a 
large pall before serving it. In that way he 
said it is possible for a part of the 
molasses to have drained through 
to the bottom of the pail. 
The plan lately adopted and which is in 
vogue now is to serve the mus on the plates 
frst and then pour on the molasses. Of 
that latter article he claims there has 
never been any lack since he has 
been there. The diet list, he says, calls for 
one gallon of molasses foreach of the three 
dining-rooms, while as a matter ef fact, he 
gays, exactly three times this amount is is- 
sued, and any one can get it if they want. 

MILK FOR THE SICK ONLY. 

Asregards milk, the Superintendent said 
that it was a fact this article was only served 
to the sick. This is owingto the lack of cows 
at the Poor-house, from which source their 
supply is received. Mr. Gallagher said 
that about thirty cows had been 
sola during the last year, and although he 
bad a requisition to bave them replaced it 
bad not been done. Formerly they had been 
in the habit of getting about sixty gallons of 
milk per day, while now their supply is re- 
duced to aboat twenty-five gallons. 

According tothe cook, the statement that 
there is no sugar in the tea is absolutely 
false. He claims that in every 200 gallons of 
tea thirty-five pounds of sugar is used, and 
toalike amount of coffee fitty pounds of 
sugar. That, he says, nas always been the 
rule since he has been there. 

The butter, he said, is of as geod a quality 
as can be expected. Both creamery and 
dairy butter are used. 0 

The statements about the patients not de- 
ing provided with mattresses and tie 
attendants being obliged to oceupy rooms 
that are without elther lightor heat were 
also vigorously denied by the Superintend- 
ent. He said that some time ago he dis- 
charged an engineer for incom- 

„ but the Board of Health saw 
at to reinstate bim. He fooled with a leak in 
one of the water-pipes for three months, 
which occurred in one of the rooms A € 
cupiead by some of the attendants. 
They occupied a room in the meantime in- 


* 


time they were inconvenienced in that 
way and then only for a short time. 
Theirregelar rooms have steam beat and 
electric lights. 

The beds, he said, were all plentifally sup- 
plied with comfortable bedding. 

He coneluded with saying that he hoped 
an investigation would be ordered when 
he said that he could prove that everything 
about the institution was being conducted in 
a thorough manner. 

DR. ROBINSON DISCUSSES THE OHARGES, 

Dr. OC. OC. Robinson, one of the members of 
the Board of Health, was found at the office 
of Dr. Otto E. Forster, his colleague, where 
he was awaiting to confer with Dr. Forster 
about the action to be taken in this very 
case. Dr. Forster was out, but Dr. Robinson 
discussed the matter frankly. 

**Superintendeat Gallagher of the Poor- 
house filed charges of insubordination and 
unbecoming conduct against Dr. Miller las 
Thursday, he said, ‘‘and on Friday Drs. 
Homan, Forster and myself drove out to the 
institution to investigate them. They 
found that Gallagher had properly taken 
Offense at the action of Miller in overlooking 
bis authority. 

It seems that one of the women attend- 
ants in the wards wanted a leave of absence. 
Miller helped her write it out, and advised 
her to send ittoSupt. Mueller of the Insane 
Asylum, who has supervision of the medical 
wards in the Poor-house. She did so, and 
Mueller sent it to the Board of Health, which 
in turn transmitted it to Gallagher for his 
siggature. This immediately caused a clash, 
as Gallagher knew nothing of the request 
and felt that his authority had been ignored. 

He was rightand yet there is some ex- 
cuse for Miller as Dr. Mueller does have med- 
ical supervision over him, so that he has two 
superiors to a certain extent. 

In regard to the other charge—that of 
his frequenting the room of one of the female 
attendants—we found that he had done s0, 
but with no evil intention whatever. He 
had always taken some one with him to pre- 
vent evil insinuations. The rule on which 
the charge was base@, forbids him going to 
ber room except on business and accom- 
panied by some other person, so that he was 
technically guilty of a violation of part of it. 

**The board is now in a quandary. We 
scarcely know whatto do. We do not feel 
like removing Willer, for his offenses are 
only trivial, and yet we do not feel like fore- 
ing upon Supt. Gallagher aman who is dis- 
tastefulto him. This latter course would 
only result in further friction. So far as 
I can see now the best way out of the dim. 
culty would be to have Miller resignor else 
apologize, At any rate the boerdis ande- 
termined as to its action and we will hold a 
conference this afternoon with a view to 
reaching a decision.’’ 

ROMAN INTERVIEWED, 

Health Commissioner Homan admitted 
that Superintendent Gallagher had made 
charges against Dr. J. B. Miller, Assistant 
hysician at the Poor-house, and that the 
Board of Health was investigating them. He 
said that the ¢harges were formaland were 
in writing, bat refused absolutely to allow 
them to be inspected. He said 
that Dr. Otto Foerster, Dr. Rob- 
inson and himself went to the Poor-house to 
investigate the charges, but that they had 
reached no decision as to whether or not the 
charges were well founded. Dr. Homan was 
exceedingly reticent concerning the subject 
matter of the charges, dut he admitted that 
the charges of insubordination and or 
neglect of duty consisted principally in 
Gallagher’s statement that Miller occupied 
all of his time talking to a female attendant. 
Inteply toa question as to whether or not 
Dr. Miller was charged with having been in 
a female attendant’s room Dr. Homan said: 

The charges do not set forth that Miller 
was ever seen ina female attendant’s room 
in a compremising position. 

The Health Commissioner positively re. 
fased to submit to any further interrogation 
concerning the matter. The Board of Health 
will pass On the charges this evening. It is 
thought Miller will be exonerated. 


ANOTHER MAN’S SHOES.

A Union Depot railway motorcar struck a 
carriage at Ninth and Walau streets at 8 
p. m. Sunday, and Chairman John A. Car- 
roll of the Democratic State Central Commit- 
tee, residing at Unionville, Mo., and Thomas 
Melvin, the driver, employed by Louis C.

MILK COMMISSION. 


Its Labors About Completed in Fram- 

ing a New Bill. 

OF SKIMMED MILK 78 BE 
AUTHORIZED.

All Dairymen te Be Licensed and I- 
note Dairies to Be Subjected to a 
Rigid. Inspection—The Tests to Be 
Made—Milx Inspector Sullivan Wot 
Censulted—The Poara of Health to 
Control the Milk Traffic. 


The Milk Commission has finished its work 
with the exception of that of hearing the 
dairymen, who may objectto the new bill, 
which the Commission will forward to the 
Mualeipal Assembly. The sallent features of 
the new bill are as follows: 

The Commission has deeided to allow the 
sale of skimmed mile from the same wagons 
that other milkis sold. For manufacturing 
puposes the skimmed milk may be below the 
standard of 1 per cent butter fat. When 
sold for other purposes, however, it must 
contain at least I per cent butter fat. 

MIIK sold in the eity of St. Louis must be up 
to the standard of 1242 per cent from Aug. 15 
to April 15, but for the balance of the year 12 
per cent has been fixed &s the standard. 

No dairyman will be allowed to ship milk 
into the city without a license. Before ob- 
taining this license he will be compeslied to 
give the milk inspectors authority to las peo t 
his dairy at any time they may see fit to do 
so. All dairies sending milk to the city will 
de inspected. Illinois dairies will be sub- 
jected tothe most rigid inspection because 
sO Much skimmed milk is sent from them. 

This inspection isto be made first by milk 
inspectors or police officers, who will make 
the preliminary examination. 

TESTS TO BE MADB, 

It is not expected that all milk sent into 
the city will be tested dally, but the tests will 
be made in suen a manner as to quickly dis- 
cover any fraud or adulteration that may be 
attempted. Whenever the officers making 
the preliminary inspection find that 
the milk is below the standard fixed 
they will report the matter to the city 
chemist, who will analyze the milk. The 
tests are tobe made with Marchand’s lacto- 
butyrometer, and the standard for s ific 
gravity will be fixed at 1,028 per cent during 
—— e and 1.084 per cent during the 

Itis expected that the dairymen of the 
city ana vicinity will have many suggestions 
to offer concerning the foregoing rules,and a 
time will be fixed soon when all may be 
heard onthe subject. The Board of Health, 
it seems, is intent upon ignoring Milk 
Inspector Sullivan entirely in the 
a matter of framing the bili. He is nota 
member of the commission. One of the rules 
adopted by the commission is that the milk 
inspection shall be under tke control of the 
Board of Health, which ts equivalent almost 
to saying that Dr. Sullivan will not be asked 
toassistin any way. It is ex ted thatat 
the next session of the Municipal Assem 
the old questionas to whether the office 
occupied by Dr. Sullivanis vacant or not 
will come up again. 

Health Commissioner Homan, it is said, 
will appoint State Veterinary Surgeon 
a member of the MK Commission in place 
Dr. J. W. Leete, whe resigned, :

New Mapmp, Mo., Oct. 15.—The boiler in 
the Preetorius Lumber Co.’s mills exploded 
this morning, Killing two men and hurtiag 
another so badly that he will die. 

At the time of the explosion only James 
Holmes, the engineer; George Burton, the 
watchman, and Volney Burton, the watch- 
man’s brother, were present. 

VOLNBY BURTON was instantly killed. Hig 
body was thrown thirty feet. His skull and 
body were horribly mangled, and one foot 
was torn completely from the leg. 

Jauss HOLMES was thrown over a pile of 
lumber, and lived fifteen minutes. 

GEORGE BURTON was thrown about twelve 
yards, down to the river bank, and is so 
badly scalded that he cannot recover. 

The boiler was divided into three parts, 
neither of which was carried by the exploe 
sion less than 800 feet from where it rormerly 
stood. 

Six o’cloek is the time for the crew of 
hands to begin work, but the explosion oc- 
curred at a few minutes before 6 o’clock, and 
none of the other hands had arrived. 

Volney Burton lived at Dawson Springs, 
Ky., and intended to start home this after- 
noon,

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 15.—Has the 
Czar ot all the Russias been skilfully poisoned 
and ts he being slowly put to death by scien- 

tie means in the hands of Nihilists? 

Dr. George F. V. Schmidt, the German 
traveler now in Minneapolis, has just re- 
ceived secret dispatches from st. Petersburg 
which throw a strong laut on the crisis in 
European politics, caused by the impending 
Geath ofthe Czar. These dispatches came 
written in sympathetic ink on an 
apparently black piece of paper. The 
application of heat brought out some strange 
stenographic characters which. the doctor 
readily translated. He showed the dis- 
patch to a reporter to-day and remarked 
that in order to send such things from St. 
Petersburg it was necessary to doubly pro- 
tect them by the use of sympathetic ink and 
@ secret code. 

The most sensational matter in the dis- 
patch is the intimation that the Czar’s in- 
ness has been caused by other than natural 
means. The doctor translated the dispatch 
as follows: 

‘The Czar is lying at the point of death. 
The excitement of the highest circles of 
Russia is tremendcus. It is understood ina 
wide circle in Russia that the Czar’s sickmess 
was brought about by scientific means, and 
that his death will not bea natural one. It 
is on account of this that the journals con- 
tradict the fact of the Czar’s siekness. There 
is@ party that wants to see the Czare witen 
on the throne.’’

But the sub-treas- 
urer does this no longer. Instead he sends 
the certificate of deposit to the sub-treasurer 
at New 0 who ships the 
silver to Texas consignee. 
It requires no extraordina vision for the 
Texas banks to see that they can obtain their 
silver more quickly if they deal directly with 
the New Orleans subd-Treasury or with New 
Orleans banks,and i is wery likely that 
they will give their other business to the 
city which accommodates them with silver. 
Tuls is why the st, Louis banks are object- 
img to the: action of the Sub- Treasury. 
Chief Clerk @Ricker of the Sub- Treasury, 
speaking of the shipment of silver from New 
Orleans instead of from St. Louis, 
said: ‘‘The Government fpays the cost of 
transporting silver coin, andthe Treasury 
has made the rule that shipments st be 
made from the Sub-Treasery nearest to the 
consignee. New Orleans is nearer Texas points 
than st. Louis, therefore we are obliged to 
order shipments from New Orleans instead 
of making them from St. is. Hereto- 
fore, when the difference in the dis- 
tances has not been very much, we 
have made the shipments from our 
own vaults, but we have received instrac- 
tions from Washington to observe the rule 
strictly. The shipments are made by con- 
tract with the United states Express Co. 
W hat the rate of shipment is I do not care to 
say. You might inquire of the express com- 
pany.

Suits have been instituted by the Oir- 
cuit Attorney against certain corporations 
whose managers have failed to comply 
with the law in filing with the Secretary 
of State affidavits tothe effect that they

These suits will doubtless run the usual 
course. They will be compromised by the 
filing of the affidavits required and the 
payment of the fees provided for the Cir- 
cuit Attorney. The work of enforcing the 
law will then be regarded as complete.

CALL A HALT. 


The SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH gave yes- 
terday a carefully computed estimate of 
the amount of money needed by St. Louis 
for public works. The works embraced in 
the estimate were the completion of the 
City Hall, the building of railroad bridges, 
the building of anew City Hospital, the 
construction of sewers and water mains 
and repairs on the Poor- house, Insane 
Asylum, House of Refuge and Female 
Hospital. ; 

That all of these improvements are badly 
needed and that they do not include all 
the work that could be done to advantage 
must be admitted. Delay on the City Hall 
is likely to cause damage to the 
work already accomplished and to 
increase the totai cost. The pub- 
lic health demands the extension 
and improvement of the sewer system at 
the earliest possible time. The experi- 
ence of last summer with the River des 
Peres should never be repeated. The 
condition of the public institutions isa 
disgrace to the city. They are over- 
crowded and wholly unfit for the needs of 
the city.

Kixesror, k. V., Oot. 15,—Kington was the 
Lexington of this State, and to-morrow 
at that place the Daughters of the Revolu- 
tion, with many invited guests, will cele- 
brate the 117th anniversary of the destruc- 
tion of the town at the hands of Hessians 
and British under Col. Joha Vaushan. 

When the British were approaching King- 
ston the Oirst Legisiature of New York was in 
session in the old Wessel Ten Broeck House. 
This was repaired after the fire, and !s standa- 
ing to-day, owned by the State and known as 
The Old Senate House. Kingston was 
then the recognised seat of the State Govern- 
ment, and, in addition to the Legislature, 
which was im session, Gov. George Clinton. 
who had just been elected and inaugurated 
asthe first Governor Of the State, had bis 
residence there, and the frst Supreme Court 
of the State was in session, presided over by 
John Jay. 

When the news arrived that Col. Vaughan 
with tbe sioop-of-war Vulture, had arrived 
atthe mouth of the Rondout Creek witha 
large force of British and Hessians the 
patios. in company with the inhabitants of 

he town, gathered the archives of State and 
other movable property. and fed to neigh- 
boringtowns. The State papers, itis said, 
were carried northward into what is now the 
town of Saugerities, but then part of Kings- 
ton, and secreted in the old Datch Church at 
Kaatshaan. 

W hile on the way with histroops from the 
river to the village, Jacobus Lefferts, a Tory, 
who lived in the outskirts of the place, met 
the British commander and advised him of 
hurgoyne’s reverses at Saratoga. Then, it 
is said, Vaughan swore that be would not 
leave one house unburned. He kept his word 
and every house in the town was burned. 

While the British were busy at their work 
of destruction news was brought that Gen. 
George Clinton with an army of several 
thousand Americans were making a forced 
march from the forte in the Highlands, and 
were then within two hours’ march of 
Kingston. Their intention was to cut the 
British off from the river and capture them. 
It was now the turn of the British to run, 
and they dia so without more ado, boarding 
their vessels and sailing down the river. 
Gen. Clinton, who was also Governor, ar- 
rived that night. 

The inhabitants returned the next day,and 
in a few wecks their homes were roofed over 
and evidences of the fre began to disappear. 
The Lagisiators resumed their deliberations, 
and Kingston remained the seat of govern- 
ment until after peace was declared, when 
the capital was removed to Albany. 

Kingston to-day is a prosperous city of 28, - 
000 inhabitants. About forty of the old ante- 
revolutionary BOouses remain, all of which 
were burned, dut repaired after the fire, 
Perhaps the most interesting is the old sen- 
ate House, here the Legisiature was in 
session when the redcoats came. This house 
was bullt in 1676 by Col. Wessel (Farmer) 
Ten Broeck, partly from large bricks 
brought over from Holland. In its collection 
of relics are many portraits of old 
families of New York City, stabbed full of 
holes by Hessian bayonets. 

It also contains many souvenirs of the 
artist, John Vanderlyn, in tue shape of his 
copy of albert Stuart’s original portrait of 
Washington, which Vanderlyn painted while 
astudent with Stuart, all the sketches of 
Vanderlyn’s Niagara, now in the British 
Museum; bis panorama of Napoleon in the 
Gardens of Versailies,’’ which was exhibited 
in a building erected especialiy for its exhi- 
bition on the present site of the New York 
Register’s office, and which was called 
the Rotunda; likewise allthe studies of his 
paintings ia the Rotunda of the Capitol at 
Washington, which appear on our nation- 
al bank bills. 

The people who will celebrate the stirring 
times of long ago at Kingston next Tuesday 
are descendants of those who lived at the 
time. The celebration, ia addition to parades 
and patriotic adaresses, Will consist of a 
pilgrimage to the historical spots in Kingston 
and the surrounding towns. The exercises 
are under the management of Wiltwyck 
Chapter of the Daughters of the Revolution.

There is no danger ofa 1 hav- 
thg lockjaw unless there should be secreted 
on the nallorsplinter a tetanus bacilius, or 
lockjaw microbe. The discovery of the 
bacillus tetanus was made in 1846 by the Ger- 
man bacileriologist, Nitolasir. He found 
thatinall cases of death by lockjaw there 
was a distinct disease germ found. 

The symptoms of locKkjaw are easily recog- 
nized. After the little germ has entered up- 
on its work of poisoning the blood, the 
muscles of the jaws Orst become stiff, and 
soon after the jaws become tightly locked. 
After these muscles become affected, those 
ofthe trunk Degin to grow stiff; sometimes 
they grow entirely rigid, and the body is 
drawn up so that it becomes arched and 
cannot be reduced to a normal position. The 
patient is soon after attacked with con- 
vulsions, Guriag which the sufferings are in- 
tense. 

These convulsions become more and more 
frequent as the disease progresses, and the 
slightest shock or surprise of any kind, such 
as touching the bed on which the patient is 
reposing, will Dring them on. The iatervals 
between the attacks row shorter and 
shorter, antil the Victim dies of exhaustion. 
The clinched jaws preventthe swallowing 


of food. 

In some instances the thuseles of the face 
are so drawn as top de a sargonic grin 
on the features of the sufferer. A case is 
related where this horrible grin appeared 
on the countenance ofa young girl whose 
mother punished her for her supposed ma- 
liclous grinning, When, asa matter of fact, 
it was an indication of the deginuing of an 
attack of lockjaw which caused the girl’s 
death in a few days. , 

The disease always follows after a wound 
of some sort has been inflicted on some pare 
ofthe body, such as may be caused by a 
scratch or 1 — injury of the most triding 
character. It more frequently foliows injury 
to the hands or feet, because, as the doctors 
say, those members are brought more com- 
moay * contact with the earth in which 
this deadly little microbe makes its home.

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Recent Events Have Made Him a 
National Figure. 


Far More Prominent Than When He 
First Posed for the Presidency. 


BUT HI6 CHANCES FOR THE NOMINA- 
TION HAVE NOT INCREASED. 


His Lack of Persenal Fpeling fe Political 
Strife a Marvel te the Semater’s 
Friends—How He Received the News 
ef Mis Defeat by the Chicage Conve 
tien—His Suppert ef Cievelasd. 


WaSHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 15.—Senator Hill 
is just now attracting more notice as the 
Democratic nominee for Governor than he 
did when posing as a presidential candidate. 
It may not be pleasing to Senator Um's van 
ity, but it true that as a presidential aspirant 
he was regarded by the leaders of Demo- 
cratic thought in the West and South as a 
political Don Quixote, with only selfish 
pretense as his claim to Democratic sup- 
port, Mr. Hill came to the Senate, and it 
was freely predicted that in that body 
of experienced statesmen he would find 
himself overshadowed in ability and dwarfed 
in importance as a Democratic figure. IIIS 
crities will concede that this predictioa did 
the Senator an injustice. No man in 560 
short a time impressed his personalily on 
the Senate so strongiy as Iii]. He bas made 
few friends, but he has kept bimself free 
from th@ entanglements which will bring 
disaster tothe political careers of many of 
his colleagues. Sofar as creating any new 
sentiment in support of his presidential am- 
bition, Mr. Um's work has been wholly 
without success. The Independents nee! 
not be disturbed by the specter of Hill as a 
presidential candidate. 

Hill as a candidate for Governor recalls 
two ofthe most conspicuous fights against 
an execufive that have been witnessed since 
the disastrous revolt of Conkling and Piatt 
against President Garfield. Mr. Hiil’s op- 
position to the nominations of Peckhamjand 
Hornblower for the Supreme Bench are now 
discussed with particular interest, in view 
of the seeming indifference of the adminis- 
tration to the success of the New York ticket. 
Senator Hill, so far as known, has never 
openly or privately dropped a remark in any 
way derogatory to the President, and pol- 
iticlans who have observed New York 
campaigns froma distance, and have been 
mystified by the factional differences which 
have been perpetuated for years, have mar- 
veled atthe lack of personal feeling which 
Mr. Hill bas displayed on all occasions and 
under some very trying circumstances. 

Senator Hul sat in his hotel on the morning 
that Mr. Cleveland was nominated for the 
Presidency at Chicago. All-night dispatches 
had been sent to him describing the progress 
of the convention. It was a hot night, and 
Senator Hill sat in his shirt sleeves. His 
turn down eollar and his narrow black tie 
lay on the mantel. It was apparent to him 
early in the evening that his life’s ambition 
was not to be realized. The New York ma- 
chine delegates had stood solidly to the 
last, but the fight was a forlorn 
hope. Under this great stress of excite- 
ment Senator Hill might have deen 
expected to betray some feeling to- 
wards Mr. Cleveland, who had triumphed 
over all his shrewd planning and manipala- 
tion. It was past 3 o’clock, and thejgray light 
of the approaching dawn was just beginning 
to dim the Drilliancy of the lights in his 
room. Several of his confidential friends sat 
about him. Atelegram had been received 
that the balloting had been begun and that 
the fight was lost. Senator Hill rubbed his 
eyes Growsily and turning to the little Knot 
of faithful friends remarked: 

„„New York is only one State. The other 
States prefer Mr. Cleveland, and. New York 
as a Democratic State will give him full sup- 
port. Iam disappointed, bat I have no re- 
greets forthe part I have taken.
